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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest the use of separate source material for 

halogen and carbon to form a silicate glass on a substrate that is carbon and halogen 

doped. 

Wang et al. v U.S. Patent No. 6,51 1 ,923 discloses a deposition of stable dielectric 
films. As shown in Figure 2, a substrate 10 is provided. A carbon and halogen doped 
silicate glass dielectric layer is formed on the substrate. 

Baum et aL, U.S. Patent No. 68698638 discloses source reagent compositions 
for CVD formation of gate dielectrics.
